The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  unani¬ 
mously  by  the  Presbytery  of  Monroe,  Mich,  at  their 
meeting  in  Tecumseh,  April  7.th,  1841. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  intercourse  of  nations,  law 
and  equity  ought  to  prevail  instead  of  brute  force. 

Resolved,  That  Christianity,  on  the  principles 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  should  form  the  l»sis,  or  be 
the  rule,  of  mutual  intercourse  among  all  the  na¬ 
tions;  especially  should  this  be  the  fact  with  Chris¬ 
tian  nations. 

Resolved,  That  matters  of  difhcalty  or  contro¬ 
versy  among  Christian  nations  may  be,  and  ought 
to  be,  settled  by  mediation,  arbitration,  or  negocia- 
tion,  without  resort  to  war ;  which  would  be  in¬ 
finitely  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

Resolved,  That  the  spirit  of  war  and  the  spirit 
of  Christianity  are  directly  hostile  to  each  other ; 
and  that  therefore,  war  and  the  spirit  of  war  should 
be  banished  from  the  earth. 

Resolved,  That  Christianity,  not  war,  is  destined 
to  reform  the  world. 

Resolved,  That  M  war  precede  from  the  bad 
passions  of  men,  and  from  diabolical  influence,  and 
is  productive  of  innumerable  crimes  and  woes,Chri8- 
tians  ought  to  bear  testimony  against  it,  and  labor 
to  promote  universal  peace.

It  DMqr  be  out  of  our  power  to  discern  all  the 
reasons  why  God  should  smite  the  Chief  Ruler  of 
this  nation.  But  we  cannot  doubt  this  affecting 
emit  was  designed  to  send  home  to  multitudes 
those  wholesome  and  sanctifying  truths  to  which 
other  a^cies  had  foiled  of  awakening  attention. 
Few  minds,  as  the  sad  tidings  reached  them,  in  any 
rank  in  society,  coulff  forbear  solemn  thoughts  on 
the  foct  that  there  is  a  God  in  Israel,  and  on  the 
humiliating  emptiness  of  human  greatness ! 

Common  instances  of  mortality  were  not  enough 
to  arrest  thought  and  fosten  it  on  eternal  thin^. 
The  mean  man  might  bow  and  lie  down  in  the 
grave.  It  was  a  common  affair — an  every  day 
occurrence.  But  when  the  lofty  man  sunk — when 
the  SUB  went  suddenly  down  while  it  was  yet  day 
— when  the  most  shmin|^  honors  were  suddenly 
withered,  and  death  trodem  scorn  of  human  glory, 
through  the  palace  as  inexorable  and  resistless  as 
through  the  cottage — then,  there  must  be  thought 
Such  an  hastening  from  the  summit  of  power  to 
the  cold  solitude  and  corruption  of  the  grave,  was 
suited  to  rouse  reflection  on  mast  solemn  themes. 
The  dull  ear  was  pierced  by  this  strong  appeal. 
The  mind,  averse,  through  perverted  moral  feeling 
and  habits  of  neglect  of  serious  things,  could  not 
arrest  the  wave  that  carried  its  thoughts  toward 
death  and  eternity.  So  sudden  a  summmis,  and  so 
sadden  an  exit  oi  an  earthly  potentate  to  appear  be¬ 
fore  the  Chief  MagiMrate  of  the  universe,  was  a  voic^ 
from  that  awful  Being  himself. 

It  broke  to  the  depUis  of  minds,  that  nothing  but 
so  loud  and  awful  a  voice  could  reach.  The  com¬ 
mon  appeals  of  human  frailty  were  too  feeble. 
But  the  blight  of  such  prosptects-.— the  darkening  of 
such  hopes — the  casting  suddenly  down  of  such 
towering  greatness — here  was  something  new  and 
strange.  It  gave  such  a  striking  picture  of  the 
emptiness  of  worldly  gloryj  men  could  not  but  turn 
aside  to  see  so  great  a  sight.  With  such  a  specta¬ 
cle  before  them,  men  must  think  of  death.  Hidden 
ud  unregarded  as  he  had  been,  now  he  starts  up 
in  a  terrific  form,  and  compels  the  recognition  of

We  have  been  led  to  such  reflections  by  an  an¬ 
swer  given  us  in  that  place  of  deepest  solemnity  in 
this  world,  a  meeting  for  religious  inquiry. 

We  approached  a  group  of  anxious  sinners  and 
to  an  intelligent  young  man  addressed  the  inquiry, 
“  What  has  led  you  to  more  serious  thoughts  upon 
the  subject  of  religion?”  He  replied,  “As  much 
as  anything  the  intelligence  of  the  death  of  our 
Chief  Magistrate.

In  our  religion,  and  in  our  prayers  particularly, 
there  is  reason  to  fear  that  we  are  deficient  in  that 
earnest  and  persevering  spirit  which  shows  th^we 
really  value  the  divine  fevor  and  blessing. 
much  of  our  religion  is  formality !  How  often 
do  we  find  our  hearts  cold,  our  minds  wandering, 
our  thoughts  uncnlisted,  and  the  world  usurping 
the  place  of  God  in  our  souls!  Sometimes,  it  is 
true,  religion  is  invested  in  our  view  with  an  awful 
importance,  which  casts  all  earthly  things  into  the 
shade ;  but  is  it  always  so  ?  Alas !  no ;  there  are 
intervals  when  all  that  is  impressive  in  the  reali¬ 
ties  of  eternity  fails  utterly  to  awake  us  from  our 
stupidity ;  and,  although  we  do  not  neglect  the  great 
concerns  of  godliness,  yet  we  do  not  feelingly  ap¬ 
preciate  them.  How  often  might  we  appropriately 
and  pathetically  plead  for  the  descent  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  kindle  a  flame  of  sacred  love  in  our  cold 
hearts  1  Still  we  should  always  be  earnest  in  reli¬ 
gion  ;  it  is  the  one  thing  needful ;  it  is  the  ground 
of  present  comfort  and  future  security ;  and,  as  each 
hour  brings  us  nearer  to  the  eternal  world,  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  earnestness  is  constantly  strengthening. 

A  beautiful  illustration  of  earnestness  is  furnish¬ 
ed  in  the  narrative  of  the  Syrophenician  woman. 
She  was  an  intercessor  in  behalf  of  her  daughter, 
who  was  possessed  with  a  devil,  who,  having  heard 
of  the  feme  of  Jesus,  resolved  at  once  to  make  ap- 
plicaticMi  to  him.  Her  humble  language  was, 

‘  Have  mercy  on  me,  O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David.’ 
Although  the  petition  was  in  fevor  of  her  daugh¬ 
ter,  yet  she  was  ready  to  regard  a  fevorable  answer 
to  it  as  a  mercy  to  herself  But  how  discoura¬ 
ging  !  Christ  did  not  answer  her  a  word !  The  re¬ 
pulse,  however,  quickened  her  eagerness,  and  she 
so  perseveringly  followed  Christ,  and  besought  his 
attention,  that  the  disciples  were  annoyed,  and  re¬ 
quested  their  Master  to  give  her  an  effectual  rraulse, 
and  send  her  away.  Then  the  Lord  stopped,  and 
looking  upon  the  Canaanitish  woman,  said,  ‘  I  am 
not  sent  but  unto  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel.’ 
How  many  would  have  abandoned  their  application 
despair  at  such  a  chilling  response  I  But  not  so

When  we  make  a  profession  of  religion,  and  en¬ 
list  into  the  army  of  the  Captain  of  salvation,  it  is 
not  for  a  short  campaign,  but  for  life.  Having  put 
on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  are  henceforth 
to  have  no  fellowship  with  the  imfruitful  works  of 
darkness — having  set  out  in  our  way  to  heaven,  we 
are  not  so  much  as  to  look  back ;  we  are  to  press 
on  towards  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  call¬ 
ing  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.  We  are  not  to  use 
our  religion  as  we  do  our  Sabbath  attire.  It  must 
be  worn  as  our  habitual  garb — we  must  be  clothed 
with  it.  Alas !  there  are  many  who  make  a  pro¬ 
fession  of  religion  who  are  utterly  ignorant  of  its 
great  principles,  and  have  never  felt  its  sanctifying 
power ;  they  put  on  a  profession  as  an  upper  gar¬ 
ment  to  cover  the  native  deformity  of  an  unregen¬ 
erate  heart,  and  to  impose  on  their  fellow-men. — 
Hence  it  is  that  so  many  apostatize — they  did  not 
count  the  cost  before  they  entered  on  their  under¬ 
taking,  and  they  are  not  able  to  finish.  So  inad¬ 
equate  are  their  conceptions  of  the  real  excellency 
and  vast  importance  of  religion,  that  they  will  not 
surrender  a  single  tem^rary  gratification  to  secure 
the  eternity  of  glory  \raich  it  promises.

The  scripture  appeals  to  the  essential  and  immu¬ 
table  distinction  ^tween  moral  good  and  moral 
evil,  as  a  fundamental  principle  of  natural  religion, 
and  no  less  obvious  than  the  distinction  between 
light  and  darkness,  sweet  and  bitter.  “  Wo  unto 
them  that  call  evil  good,  and  good  evil ;  that  put 
darkness  for  light,  and  light  for  darkness;  that 
put  bitter  for  sweet,  and  sweet  for  bitter!” 

The  scripture  speaks  of  the  universal  and  total 
depravity  of  mankind,  as  a  doctrine  demonstrated 
by  matters,  of  feet  all  over  the  world.  The  apostle 
proves  the  universal  and  total  depravity  of  mankind 
from  their  conduct  “Who  changed  the  truth  of 
God  into  a  lie,  and  worshiped  and  served  the  crea¬ 
ture  more  than  the  Creator,  who  is  blessed  forever. 
For  this  cause,  God  gave  them  up  unto  vile  affec¬ 
tions.  Being  filled  with  all  unrighteousness,  wick¬ 
edness,  covetousness,  maliciousness ;  full  of  envy, 
murder,  ^debate,  deceit,  malignity ;  Whisperers, 
backbiters,  haters  of  God,  despiteful  proud,  Imsters,

There  is  an  hour,  when  the  expectation  of  hu¬ 
man  confidence  is  defeated  by  some  sudden  blast  of  i 
surprise,  or  some  slow  mining  of  decay — when,  1 
amazed  and  gasping,  we  stare  around  in  breath¬ 
lessness  of  pain,  without  knowing  the  direction 
from  which  it  was  expected,  or  the  probability  of 
ruin  on  its  repetition — when  we  feel  all  that  had 
formed  the  habitual  trust  and  strength  of  our  souls 
disappear  at  once,  without  the  possibility  of  return 
or  substitute.  At  such  an  hour  is  seen  the  supe¬ 
riority  of  that  spirit  which  we  have  described  as 
that  in  which  the  Christian  views  the  events  of 
public  life — resigned,  not  dejected — confident,  not 
enthusiastic — possessing  tranquility  without  tornor. 


resurrection  of  the  dead,  and  of  eternal  judgment.” 

If  young  converts  ought  to  be  acquainted  with 
the  first  principles  of  Christianity ;  then  ministers 
can  have  no  excuse  for  being  ignorant  of  them. 
And  if  learners  need  a  knowledge  of  these  prin¬ 
ciples  in  order  to  understand  difficult  passages, 
then  teachers  need  a  knowledge  of  fhe  same  prin¬ 
ciples,  and  ought  to  be  guided  by  them  in  the 
exposition  of  difficult  passages.  The  leading  doc¬ 
trines  of  grace  ought  never  to  be  lost  sight  of,  in 
the  interpretation  of  such  passages  as  are  dark  and 
difficult,  or  such  as  are  liable  to  be  misunderstood 
and  misapplied. 

It  is  freely  admitted  that  the  doctrines  of  grace 
are  not  always  sufficient  to  determine  the  precise 
import  of  a  scripture  expression.  The  reason  is 
obvious.  Sometimes  an  expression  is  susceptible 
of  two  or  more  meanings,  and  sometimes,  though 
not  often,  these  several  meanigs  may  be  equally 
consistent  with  the  gospel  scheme.  When  this  is 
the  case,  we  must  consult  those  principles  of  inter¬ 
pretation  which  are  common  to  the  Bible  and  all 
other  books.  We  must  consider  the  context;  the 
nature  of  the  subject ;  the  scope  of  the  writer  ; 
and  the  sense  in  which  the  expression  is  most  gene¬ 
rally  used  by  the  sacred  writers  in  general,  and 
by  that  sacred  writer  in  particular,  with  whom  we 
are  concerned.  Indeed,  these  considerations  are 
always  pertinent  and  proper.  But  they  ought 
never  to  supersede  a  reference  to  the  doctrines  of 


Christian 

and  experiences  the  joys  of  religion ;  his  attach¬ 
ment  to  it  strengthens  with  time,  and  the  more  he 
knows  of  it  the  higher  does  he  value  it;  it. incor¬ 
porates  all  his  benign  influences  with  every  faculty 
of  his  soul,  and  deepens  the  features  of  its  own 
lovely  image  on  his  heart.  The  service  of  Christ 
is  to  him  more  delightful  than  all  the  vanities  of 
the  world.  Rather  than  desert  the  cause  of  Christ 
he  would  cheerfully  suffer  the  loss  of  all  things. 
It  is  the  power  of  religion  and  the  presence  of  the 
Savior  that  throws  the  serenity  of  heaven  over  the 
martyr’s  countenance  amid  the  fellest  blasts  of  per¬ 
secution-

“For  we  have 
before  proved  both  Jews  and  gentiles,  that  they  are 
all  under  sin .  As  it  is  written,  There  is  none 
righteous,  no,  not  one:  There  is  none  that  understand 
eth,  there  is  none  that  seeketh  after  God.  Their 
throat  is  an  open  sepulchre ;  with  their  tongues 
they  have  used  deceit ;  the  poison  of  asps  is  under 
their  lips :  Whose  mouths  are  full  of  cursing  and 
bitterness.  Their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood : 
Destruction  and  misery  are  in  their  ways :  And 
the  way  of  peace  have  they  not  known :  There  is 
no  fear  of  God  before  their  eyes.” 

Even  the  depravity  of  mankind  is  spoken 
of  in  scripture  as  a  doctrine  confirmed  by  universal 
experience  and  observation.  “  Who  can  bring  a 
clean  thing  out  of  an  unclean  ?  not  one.”  “  What 
is  man  that  he  should  be  clean,  and  he  that  is  born 
of  a  woman,  that  he  should  be  righteous?” 

The  principles  of  natural  religion  are  sometimes 
contradicted  by  uninspired  men,  but  never  contra¬ 
dicted  in  the  word  of  God.  Natural  religion, 
therefore,  does  not  enter  into  those  elements  of  in¬ 
terpretation  which  are  common  to  uninspired  writ¬ 
ings  ;  but  it  does  enter  into  those  elements  'of  in¬ 
terpretation,  which  are  peculiar  to  Divine  revela¬ 
tion.  The  light  of  revelation  discloses  many 
things  which  the  light  of  nature  does  not  disclose. 
But  they  never  contradict  each  other.  The  princi¬ 
ples  of  natural  religion  explain  the  true  import  of 
some  passages  in  the  word  of  God :  modify  the

God  has  made  all  the  luxuries  of  life  to  be  per¬ 
ishable;  while  the  necessaries  are  more  perma¬ 
nent  .  He  knew  that  men  would  set  their  hearts 
on  having  beautiful  coverings  for  the  body,  and,  if 
in  their  power,  multitudes  would  expend  their 
lives  and  property  in  accumulating  a  rich  ward¬ 
robe,  to  be  handed  down  to  posterity.  He  there¬ 
fore  created  the  little  moth,  and  bid  him  go  and 
stand  at  the  door  of  the  wardrobe,  and  consume 
what  would  else  become  a  heavy  curse  upon  man. 
This  method  of  gratifying  the  heart  has,  therefore, 
been  cut  off;  and  the  vainest  man  living,  has  no 
desire  to  have  it  engraved  upon  his  tomb-stone, 
that  he  left  so  many  garments  to  his  heirs. 

But  pride  and  vanity  could  not  be  driven  away 
from  superintending  the  dress,  by  the  moth  ;  and, 
instead  of  seeing  how  long  they  can  keep  a  gar-

The 
average  issue  per  month  for  the  year,  has  been 
33,000  papers,  equal  to  264,000  quarto  pages. 
Besides  the  Advocate  10,000  copies  of  the  last  an¬ 
nual  report,  in  a  tract,  form  have  been  printed,  ma¬ 
king  120,000  duodecimo  pages.  These  added  to 
about  600,000  pageis  of  tracts  published  during  the 
year,  make  a  total  amount  of  printed  matter  issued 
by  the  Society  since  the  last  annual  meeting  of 

13,392,000  duodecimo  pages,  equal  to  44,300  duo¬ 
decimo  VOlUmiTS  or  mm  pagm  ^ 

Auxiliary  Societies.  The  number  of  societies 
organized  during  the  year  is  36;  making  in  all

I  Dr.  Woodward  thus  writes . 

“  There  are  some  errors  prevalent  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  with  respect  to  the  mode  of  leaving  off 
the  habit  of  using  strong  drink.  A  very  prevalent 
opinion  is,  that  it  is  unsafe  for  the  intemperate  to 
quit  the  practice  at  once,  and  the  only  way  to  do 
it  prudently,  is  to  do  it  gradually  and  cautiously. 
This  notion  has  been  strenuously  maintained  by 
some  very  respectable  physicians,  but  there  is  no

II.  Revealed  religion  is  not  only  consistent  with  | 
natural  religion,  but  consistent  with  itself.  All  the 
doctrines  of  revealed  religion  are  consistent  with 
each  other ;  and  the  true  import  of  every  passage 
in  the  word  of  God  is  consistent  with  its  doctrines. 
This  is  another  principle  of  interpretation  peculiar 
to  the  sacred  scriptures.  Though  we  have  a  right 
to  look  for  some  aegree  of  consistency  in  uninspired 
writings,  yet  we  have  no  right  to  assume  perfect 
consistency  as  a  principle  on  which  uninspired  au¬ 
thors  are  to  be  interpreted.  They  too  often  contra¬ 
dict  themselves.  But  the  word  of  God,  interpreted 
according  to  its  true  import,  will  be  found  to  be 
perfectly  harmonious  and  consistent  in  all  its  parts.

HITRHIJRINO  AT  AFFLICTION. 

To  mumur  at  affliction  is  to  charge  God  foolish¬ 
ly,  inasmuch  as  it  impeaches  his  justice.  Never 
must  it  be  forgotten,  that  we  are  sinful  creatures ; 
that  we  have  rebelled  against  the  great  God,  our 
Maker ;  that  we  have  forteited  every  claim  to  his 
favor ;  that  it  is  solely  to  his  mercies  we  are  not 
consumed.  Shall  we,  then,  presume  to  complain 
of  severity  ?  Shall  we  fret  when  his  hand  is  lifted 
up,  as  if  an  injury  were  done  us?  Shall  we  ima¬ 
gine  with  ourselves,  that  we  do  well  to  be  angry, 
or  to  harbor  the  irritable  feelings  of  a  proud  and 
unhallowed  heart?  Shall  we  not  rather  be  dumb, 
not  opening  our  mouth,  remembering  who  does  it? 
Shall  we  not  confess,  that  we  are  punished  less 
than  our  iniquities  deserve?  Shall  we  not  ac¬ 
knowledge,  that  to  the  Lord  our  God  belongs 
rii^hteousness,  but  to  us  shame  and  confusion  of 
face? 

To  murmur  at  affliction  is  to  charge  God  fool¬ 
ishly,  inasmuch  as  it  impeaches  his  goodness. 
The  trials  sent  to  us  may,  for  aught  we  know,  be  | 
sent  for  our  profit.  They  may  be  productive  of  | 
advantages,  greater  far,  and"  more  various,  than  we 
calculate.  Though  not  for  the  present  joyous,  but 
grievous,  they  may  be  the  breaking  up  of  that  soil, 
which  shall  be  crowned  in  due  time,  with  the  fruits 
of  righteousness.  As  many  as  God  loves  he  re¬ 
bukes  and  chastens.  Not  a  son  does  he  receive, 
’whose  transgressions  he  visits  not  occasionally  with 
the  rod.  He  acts  the  part  of  an  affectionate  but 
prudent  parent,  who  corrects  his  child  while  there 
is  hope,  nor  suffers  his  soul  to  spare  because  of  his 
crying.  What,  then,  if  our  afflictions  should  be 


Go,  study  it  in  all  the  economies  that  preceded 
this  sacrifice.  Observe  the  types  which  prefigured 
it ;  the  shadows  that  traced  it  out ;  the  ceremonies 
which  depicted  it;  and  by  the  pomp  of  the  prepa¬ 
rations,  judge  of  the  dignity  of  the  substance  pre¬ 
pared.

The  truths  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion  are  incontestible ;  but  if  there  be  any 
one  article  of  the  gospel,  which  requires  an  entire 
docility  of  mind,  an  absolute  submission  of  heart, 
a  perfect  deference  to  God,  who  speaks,  it  is  the  ar¬ 
ticle  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  cross.

liar  principles  are  comprehended  in  two  plain  pro- 
positiona  Revealed  religion  is  consistent  vnth 
natural  religion ;  and  it  is  consistent  with  itself. 

I.  Revealed  religion  is  consistent  with  natural 
religion.  I  do  not  mean  to  say,  that  natural  reli¬ 
gion  and  revealed  religion  are  the  same.  Natural 
religion  is  like  the  twilight;  revealed  religion 
like  the  noon -day.  They  are  both  emanations 
from  the  same  fountain  of  light,  and  perfectly  con¬ 
sistent  with  each  other. 

The  fundamental  principles  of  natural  religion 
are  recognized  in  the  word  of  God,  and  often  ap¬ 
pealed  to,  as  established  truths.  And  if  we  do  not 
adhera  to  those  principles  in  our  exposition  of  scrip¬ 
ture,  we  shall  certainly  err. 

The  Bible  appeals  to  the  light  of  nature,  as  de¬ 
monstrating  the  existence  and  perfection  of  the  liv¬ 
ing  and  true  God.  The  Psalmist  says,  “  The 
heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God :  and  the  firma¬ 
ment  sboweth  his  handy  work.  Day  unto  day 
uttereth  speech,  and  night  unto  night  showetn 
knowledge.”  And  again,  “  understand  ye  brutish 
among  the  people ;  and  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  be 
wise  ?  He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not  hear? 
He  that  formed  the  eye,  shall  he  not  see?  He  that 
chaEiseth  the  heathen,  shall  not  he  correct?  He 
that  teacheth  man  knowledge,  shall  not  he  know.^’ 
The  apostle  says  of  the  heathen,  that  “that 
which  may  be  known  of  God  is  manifest  in  them, 
for  God  hath  showed  it  unto  them.  For  the  invi¬ 
sible  things  of  him  from  the  creation  of  the  world 
are  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  mjd  Godhead; 
so  that  they  are  without  excuse.”  Our  Savior 
appeals  to  the  light  of  nature  as  demonstrating  the 
disinterested  goodness  of  Gfod.  “But  Lsay  un¬ 
to  you,  love  your  enemies,  bless  them  that  curse 
you,  do  good  to  them  which  hate  you,  and  pray  for 
them  which  despitefully  use  you  and  persecute  you ; 
That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  which 
is  in  neaveti ;  for  he  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the 
evil  and  on  the  good,'  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just 
■nd  on  the  unjust.”  Paul  preached  the  same 
doctrine  at  Lystra,  as  a  fundamental  principle  of 
nauiral  religion.  “  Who  in  times  paR  suflfered  all 
nations  to  walk  in  their  own  ways.  Nevertheless, 
he  left  not  himself  without  witness,  in  that  he  did 
good,  and  gave  us  rain  from  heaven,  and  fruitful 
fiUiBg  our  hearts  with  food  and  gladness.”

doctrines  of  revealed  religion  cannot  known  till 
the  scriptures  are  correctly  interpreted ;  and  hence 


them  m  still  plainer  lan^age,  must  inevitably 
darken  counsel  by  words  without  knowledge.  It  is  | 
the  appropriate  business  of  an  interpreter,  to  ex¬ 
plain  difficult  passages,  and  not  those  which  are  too 
obvious  to  require  explanation. 

Plain  scripture  passages  often  throw  a  great  deal 
of  light  on  those  which  are  more  obscure.  We 
cannot  read  a  single  chapter  in  the  Bible,  as  we 
ought,  without  gaining  some  scripture  knowledge ; 
and  we  ought  at  every  step  of  our  progress,  fto 
avail  ourselves  of  the  knowledge  which  we  have 
already  aajuired.  .’ 

In  studying  the  sciences,  we  always  begin  with 
first  principles,  and  we  always  refer  to  them  in  our 
subsequent  inquiries.  Nor  can  we  lose  sight  of 
first  principles  without  becoming  perplexed  and 
embarrassed. 

The  first  principles  of  the  Bible  are  as  easily 
ascertained,  as  the  first  principles  of  natural  science. 
To  suppose  that  the  first  principles  of  the  book  of 
nature  are  more  ascertained  than  the  first  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  oracles  of  God,  is  to  make  the  light  of 
nature  clearer  than  the  light  of  Divine  revelation. 
Such  a  sentiment  is  worthy  of  an  infidel,  but  un- 
worthy  of  a  Christian  divine.

Minstrel,  wuch  1^  Limerick,  Ireland,  on  the  21st  ot 
April,  with  141  paasengets,  emigrants  intending  to  settle 
in  Canada,  when  near  GnebM,  on  the  I8tn  instant, 
struck  upon  the  Red  Island  reef,  while  a  heavy  sea  was 
running.  The  boats  were  launched  and  upwards  of  one 
hundred  of  the  passengers  embarke^but  their  doom  was 
quickly  sealed;  the  vessel  ‘heeled  ofiT  into  the  deepwater 
end  went  down  stern  foiemo.st,  so  suddenly  that  the  ‘paint¬ 
ers’  of  the  boats  coold  not  be  cast  off,  ana  the  people  who 
had  embarknl  in  the  boats,  perished  with  their  equally 
unfortunate  companions  on  board  the  ship,  except  four  of 
the  crew  and  four  passengers  who  alone  of  upwards  of 
150  souls  remained  to  tell  the  sad  tale.  These  eight  per¬ 
sons  embarked  in  the  gig,  which  was  lowing  astern,  and 
fortnnately  for  them  the  rope  which  attached  it  to  the 
vessel  broke  when  she  went  down.  They  succeeded  in 
palling  to  White  Island,  where  they  remained  until  the 
following  day  when  they  were  taken  off  by  the  shin 
Welling^,  of  Belfast  Capt.  McIntyre,  and  brought  to 
Groase  Isle.  One  hundred  and  forty-eight,  including  11 
of  the  crew  were  thus  hurried  out  ot  life.

ing  an  Association,  or  general  union  of  Protestants  opposed 
to  the  perversion  of  the  Common  School  Fund  to  sectarian 
purposes ;  the  subjugation  of  our  country  to  the  control  of 
the  Pope  of  Rome  and  his  adherents,  and  for  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  our  civil  and  religious  institutions. 

S.  F.  B.  Morse  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Elias  Nexsen 
appointed  Secretary. 

It  was  on  motion  resolved  linanimously.  That  we  form 
ourselves  into  a  National  Defensive  Society,  and  call  on 
Protestants  of  all  and  every  denomination  of  Christians,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  friends  of  onr  institutions  generally,  to  aid 
assist  and  confirm  us  in  this  confederation  for  our  common 
welfare. 

Resolved,  unanimously.  That  this  .4ssociation  shall  be 
styled  and  known  by  the  name  of  the  American  Protestant 
Union.  The  object  of  which  shall  be  to  preserve  for  our¬ 
selves,  and  secure  to  posterity,  the  religious,  civil,  and  po¬ 
litical  principles  of  our  count^,  according  to  the  spirit  of 
our  ancestors,  as  embodied  and  set  forth  in  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  and  the  Federal  Constitution.

The  Medical  Faculty  of  Connecticut  held  a  State  Con¬ 
vention  at  Hartford  on  Wednesday  the  I2th  inst.

tached  to  the  Turkish  empire.  Its  modern  name 
is  Ismir.  Of  the  seven  cities  which  contended  for 
the  honor  of  giving  birth  to  Homer,  Smyrna  has 
probably  the  best  claim,  although  it  is  by  no  means 
certain  that  it  belongs  to  either. 

The  church  in  Smyrna,  it  will  be  seen  was  ad¬ 
dressed  by  the  ascended  Savior  in  words  of  encour¬ 
agement.  Not  one  expression  savors  of  reproof, 
but  all  of  commendation.  He  predicted  a  severe 
persecution  for  ten  days,  meaning  a  period  of  ten 
years,  supposed  to  have  occurred,  in  the  time  of 
Domitian. 

Smyrna  was  distinguished  as  having  had  for  its 
earliest  pastor  the  venerable  Polycarp,  the  disciple 
of  John,  who  suffered  martyrdom  and  was  faithful 
unto  death.  Here  he  was  exposed  to  wild  beasts 
in  the  amphitheatre,  and  finally  run  through  with 
a  sword.  His  memory  is  still  revered  by  the 
Smyrnean  Christians,  who  make  annual  proces¬ 
sions  to  his  tomb. 

As  the  trade  of  Smyrna  is  increasing,  the  pro¬ 
bability  is  that  brighter  days  are  yet  in  reserve  for 
this  lovely  city,  and  that  the  gospel  is  yet  to  crown 
it  with  richer  blessings.

But  I 
have  reserved  a  surprise  for  you ;  here  is  some 
bread — do  you  read  the  baker’s  name  hollowed  out 
of  that  carbonized  pancake?  take  and  break  it. 
Open  that  cupboard,  you  will  find  there  preserved 
olives,  dried  figs,  lentiles,  and  eatables  of  all  des-

pies  Museum,  containing  a  piece  of  meat,  as  well 
preserved  as  by  Mr.  Appert’s  process.  What  a 
number  of  meals  Vesuvius  interrupted  on  that  wo- 
ful  day! 

1  have  carefully  explored  a  number  of  kitchens 
and  dining  rooms  at  I’ompeii,  and  I  have  found, 
even  in  the  richest  houses,  but  very  trifling  cook¬ 
ing  apparatus,  and  miniature  table  utensils.  Their 
plates  were  real  saucers,  and  the  tables  upon  which 
the  dinner  was  served  up  but  little  stands,  in  general 
of  stone  or  marble,  which  could  hold  but  one  dish 
at  a  time.  The  guests  lay  down  around,  as  sol¬ 
diers  round  their  mess.  What  is  admirable  is  the 
the  exquisite  pureness  and  delicacy  of  shape  ol  all 
the  utensils  which  served  in  Roman  domestic  life. 
One  must  see  those  candelabras,  lamps,  vases  of  all 
sizes,  those  charming  little  bronze  calefactors,  (for 
everything  was  of  bronze,)  those  tripods,  scales,  beds, 
chairs,  those  graceful  and  so  ingeniously  wrought 
shields  which  fill  up  whole  rooms  at  the  Naples 
Museum.  One  must,  above  all,  see  the  toilet  arse¬ 
nal  of  the  Roman  ladies,  their  combs,  tooth-picks, 
curling-irons,  and  the  pots  of  vegetable  and  mineral 
rouge  found'm  a  boudoir.  Thus  the  Roman  ladies 
wore,  like  our  ladies,  those  necklaces,  rings,  and 
ridiculous  earrings,  which  add  nothing  to  beauty, 
and  diminish  not  ugliness.  How  times  resemble 
one  another,  in  spite  of  the  space  that  separates  them. 

Above  thirty  streets  of  Pompeii  are  now  restored 
to  light ;  it  is  a  third  part  of  the  towm.  The  walls 
which  formed  its  ancient  enclosure,  have  been  re¬

Herculaneum  and  Pompeii  seem  both  very  dis¬ 
tant  from  the  focus  of  Vesuvius.  They  are  now 
separated  from  it  by  inhabitants  and  cultivated  spa¬ 
ces  which  have  been  conquered  from  the  lava,  and 
recovered  Irom  the  volcano. ,  The  village  of  Portici 
is  built  upon  the  roofs  of  the  first  of  those  cities, 
which  was  petrified  on  the  day  of  its  death,  and 
into  the  tomb  of  which  one  descends  as  into  a  mine, 
by  a  sort  of  shaft,  ending  at  the  theatre,  where  it  is 
conjectured,  the  inhabitants  were  assembled  when  the 
eruption  surprised  them.  It  was  in  1689  that  the 
ruins  of  the  city  made  their  appearance  for  the 
first  time,  in  an  excavation  made  at  random,  which 
was  resumed  in  1720,  and  finally  organized  in  1738 
with  admirable  success.  The  discovery  of  the 
theatre  and  of  every  thing  else,  has  taken  place 
since  that  period.  The  theatre  is  of  Greek  archi¬ 
tecture,  it  is  ornamented  with  a  fine  front,  and  with 
marble  columns  standing  on  the  stage  itself— the 
spectators  occupied  twenty-one  rows  of  steps,  with 
a  gallery  above,  embellished  with  bronze  statues. 

One  can  still  distinguish  the  places  allotted  to 
the  magistrates,  the  scene  behind  which  the  actors 
withdrew,  'and  a  number  of  objects  which  e.vcite 
in  the  traveler  mingled  astonishment  and  emotion. 

There  are  slso  at  Herculaneum  a  forum  sur¬ 
rounded  with  porticoes  and  temples,  which  are  al¬ 
most  all  of  them  damaged,  and  a  jail  with  old 
rusty  iron  bars,  to  which  the  prisoners  were  chain¬ 
ed — a  melancholy  feature  of  all  times  and  places,

hii  own  ?  Who  among  them  could  have  guessed 
what  Greek  could  do,  though  they  had  spoken  it 
all  their  lives,  till  they  heard  it  from  his  lips  ? 
The  secret  of  using  language  is,  to  use  it  from  a 
full  mind.” — Montgomery. 


and  a  monotonous  emblem  of  human  society  at  all 
periods.  As  you  leave  these  excavations,  which 
have  as  yet  made  little  progress,  and  cannot  be 
extended  without  endangering  the  safety  of  Portici, 
you  distinctly  perceive  several  strata  of  lava,  proving 
beyond  a  doubt  that  Herculaneum  was  drowned  in 
repeated  eruptions  of  V  esuvius. 

The  difficulty  of  carrying  on  the  excavations  at 
so  great  a  depth  and  under  the  very  foundations  of 
anew  town,  has  caused  the  Ruins  of  Herculaneum 
to  be  almost  abandoned  for  those  of  Pompeii,  which 
present  a  far  more  striking  interest.  At  Hercula¬ 
neum  there  are  only  catacombs.  At  Pompeii  the 
Romans  entirely  revive ;  the  houses  stand,  and  arc 
furnished  and  ornamented  with  picturesque  paint¬ 
ings;  the  cellars  are  stocked  as  well  as  the  tables ;  in 
more  than  one  dwelling  the  dinner  has  been  found 
on  the  table,  and  the  skeletons  of  the  guests  around 
it ;  and  then  you  enter  every  where  on  the  same 
floor ;  and  as  the  ashes,  which  lie  but  a  few  metres 
thick  upon  the  ancient  buildings,  are  cleared,  the 
town  appears,  as  ours  come  to  light  again  when  the 
snow  melts  in  mountanous  countries.  You  arrive 
by  a  suburb  wholly  lined  with  Roman  tombs,  and 
walk  over  a  Roman  pavement  worn  out  by  Roman 
vehicles;  you  may  enter  the  inn;  there  are  the 
stables,  with  the  rings  to  fasten  the  horses ;  close 
by  is  the  farrier,  with  his  sign  over  his  door.  If 
you  penetrate  into  one  of  those  tombs,  you  will  find 
urns,  containing  ashes,  hair  and  fragments  of  cal¬ 
cined  bones.  Every  where  are  displayed  inscrip¬ 
tions,  unaffected,  dignified  and  touching,  such  as

Female  Teachers. — That  females  are  incom¬ 
parably  better  teachers  for  young  children  than 
males,  cannot  admit  a  doubt.  Their  manners  are 
more  mild  and  gentle,  and  hence  more  in  conso¬ 
nance  with  the  tenderness  of  childhood.  They 
are  endowed  by  nature  with  stronger  parental  im¬ 
pulses,  and  this  makes  the  society  of  children  de¬ 
lightful,  and  turns  duty  into  pleasure.  Their 
minds  are  less  withdrawn  from  their  employment, 
by  the  active  scenes  of  life ;  and  they  are  less  in¬ 
tent  and  scheming  for  future  honors  or  emolu¬ 
ments.  As  a  class  they  never  look  forward,  as 
young  men  almost  invariably  do,  to  a  period  of  le¬ 
gal  emancipation  from  parental  control,  when  they 
are  to  break  away  from  the  domestic  circle  and  go 
abroad  into  the  world,  to  build  up  a  fortune  for 
themselves ;  and  hence,  the  sphere  of  hope  and  of 
effort  is  narrower,  and  the  whole  forces  of  the 
mind  are  more  readily  concentrated  upon  present 
duties.  They  are  also  of  purer  morals.  In  the 
most  common  and  notorious  vices  of  the  age,  pro¬ 
fanity,  intemperance,  fraud,  Ac-,  there  are  twenty 
men  to  one  woman ;  and  although  as  life  advances, 
the  comparison  grows  more  and  more  unfavorable 
to  the  male  sex,  yet  the  beginnings  of  vice  are  ear¬ 
ly,  even  when  their  developments  are  late ;  on  this 
account,  therefore,  females  are  infinitely  more  fit 
than  males  to  be  the  guides  and  exemplars  of  young 
children.  Females  are  beginning  to  be  employed, 
to  a  considerable  extent,  in  the  winter  schools.
